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Report  of  the  City  Comptroller 


To  the  President  and  Members  of  City  Council: 

Gentlemen — I have  the  honor  to  submit  to  your  honorable  body 
the  Eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  transactions  of  the  Comptroller’s 
Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  i,  1903.  Also  a report 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  from  September  1,  1903,  to  January  1, 
1904,  being  the  first  four  months  of  the  current  fiscal  year. 

The  expenditures  are  grouped  under  proper  headings  and  classified 
according  to  the  funds  from  which  the  moneys  were  expended.  The 
treasury  accounts  of  Atlantic  City  are  kept  under  eleven  separate  head- 
ings, namely : General  Fund,  Water  Department,  Water  Improvement 
Fund,  City  Improvement  (Boardwalk)  Fund,  City  Hall,  City  Park, 
Paving,  Crematory,  Fire  House,  Board  of  Education  and  Board  of 
Health.  The  accounts  of  these  funds  are  herein  reported,  under  proper 
headings,  beginning  with  a statement  of  the  disbursements  of  the  General 
Fund. 

In  addition  to  the  work  incident  to  the  keeping  of  the  above  accounts 
and  the  general  supervision  of  the  city’s  fiscal  affairs,  this  Department 
has  been  called  upon  to  supervise  the  expenditures  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  as  provided  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  New  Jersey, 
which  says  : “All  disbursements  of  the  Board  of  Education  shall  be  by 
warrant  drawn  on  the  custodian  of  the  school  moneys  of  the  district. 
* * * ah  warrants  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Section,  accompanied  by  itemized  statements  of  the  claims  or  demands, 
shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Comptroller,  authorized  by  law  to  audit  claims 
and  demands  against  the  municipality  in  which  such  school  district  shall 
be  situate.  Said  Comptroller  shall  examine  and  audit  such  warrants  and 
statements,  and  if  they  be  found  correct,  countersign  said  warrants,”  &c. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  proper  books 
have  been  provided  and  this  report  includes  a statement  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  for  public  schools  in  Atlantic  City,  as  kept  by  this 
Department. 

The  Act  known  as  the  “ New  Charter,”  approved  April  3,  1902,  pro- 
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vides,  in  Section  32,  that  all  persons  having  custody  of  any  of  the  books, 
records  and  certificates,  or  other  documents,  pertaining  to  taxes  or  the 
collection  thereof,  shall  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1903,  deliver  all  such 
books,  records  and  documents  to  the  Tax  Collector  then  duly  qualified, 
accompanied  by  a statement  showing  the  amount  of  taxes,  interest,  costs 
and  charges  due  such  city,  and  collected  by  said  collector.  With  these 
records  in  the  custody  of  one  official,  including  the  books  of  credit,  the 
work  in  hand  may  be  completed.  Your  attention  is  called  to  the  fact 
that  none  of  the  former  tax  collectors  have  complied  with  the  require- 
ments of  this  Act.
